International Council For Exceptional Children 


November 1 to 4, 1953 


All who are interested in the educa- 
tion and welfare of exceptional chil- 
dren are invited to attend the West- 
ern Division Meeting of the Interna- 
tional Council for Exceptional Chil- 
dren, a department of the National 
Education Association. This is the first 
time that such a regional conference 
of the organization has been held. The 
organization and the programming for 
the regional conference will be pat- 
terned after that of the National Con- 
vention. Ten western states—Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, California, Mon- 
tana, Utah, Wyoming, Nevada, Color- 
ado, and Arizona—and Western Can- 
ada will be represented. Registration 
is expected to reach 1,000 persons. 

The dates of the meeting will be 
November 1 to 4, 1953. Conference

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The Years Condemn 


Mr. H. M. Warder was painting the 
roof of his house in Edmonton when 
someone asked him why he did not 
get a younger man to do the work for 
him. “I work all the time,” he re- 
plied. “It keeps me going. If I didn’t 
work, I wouldn’t be here long.” Mr. 
Warder is 97 years of age, and gives 
practical point to a theory medical 
men have been expounding for some 
time: that retirement is not neces- 
sarily good for the older worker, but 
may be, in effect, a death sentence. 

Employers look at the matter from 
a different angle. They see ex- 
perienced and vigorous men, who are 
difficult to replace, lost to them be- 
cause of arbitrary rules for retire- 
ment. Donald Gordon, president of 
Canadian National Railways, has ad- 
mitted he is concerned about his 
company’s system of retirement at 65. 
He says some men are weary at 65, 
but others are in their prime, and he 
is sorry to see them go when their 
experience and energy are valuable 
assets. 

Actuarial studies reveal other 
factors. Medical science steadily is 
lengthening the life span of civilized 
man; life expectancy now is about 50 
percent greater than it was a little 
more than half a century ago. At the 
same time, because more and more 
parents want their children to have a 
university education, the age at which 
young people begin to earn their own 
keep is gradually advancing. The re- 
sult is that the numbers of the young 


and the old who depend for their up- 
keep, wholly or in part, on those in 
the productive age groups, are con- 
stantly increasing. 

When all these considerations are 
put together, it is obvious that the 
orthodox concept of the treatment of 
the older worker is far too rigid. Now 
we set an arbitrary age for retirement 
and for pensions, as if men and women 
automatically become decrepit and 
useless in their sixties. We build 
homes for the old people and huddle 
them together, as if they were relics 
of a dead past and not living creatures 
bored stiff. by a steady diet of 
nostalgia. 

This is not to say that all older 
workers should be left to fend for 
themselves, which would be utterly 
inhuman, or that pension schemes 
should be severely limited, which 
would be unrealistic as well as callous. 
But what we must recognize is that 
while one person may be a spent force 
at 60, another may have undiminished 
powers at 70. We must make pro- 
vision in our pension and retirement 
schemes for the people who have the 
ability and the desire to work in their 
later years. We must understand that 
while younger workers, looking ahead 
to years of effort, think of retirement 
as a long, happy vacation, the older 
workers in many, many cases look on 
retirement as the end of the road, the 
point at which they cease to be useful 
citizens.

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Electoral Ballots, 1953 


The Executive Council of the Alberta Teachers’ Association requests 
that, in accordance with By-laws 70, 71, 72, 73, 74, and 75, the follow- 
ing proposed amendments and additions to the By-laws of the As- 
sociation be submitted to the members of the locals in general meet- 
ing. Forms for recording electoral ballots will be sent to the secre- 
taries of local associations, which forms must be signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary-treasurer and received by the head office not 


later than December 1, 1953. 


ELECTORAL VOTE No. 1 of 1953 


Present By-Law 


26. The Executive Council shall 
consist of twelve (12) members, name- 
ly the President, the Vice-President, 
the immediate Past President, the 
General Secretary-Treasurer, and 
eight (8) District Representatives. 
The President, Vice-President, and 
District Representatives shall hold 
office from the time of their instal- 
lation until their successors have been 
elected and installed in office. They 
shall be elected by ballot of the 
members of the Association as herein 
provided. The General Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be appointed by the 
Executive Council. 


Explanatory Note 

The 1953 Annual General Meeting 
instructed the Executive Council to 
prepare an electoral ballot which 
would amend the present By-law 26, 
to increase the number of districts 
represented on the Executive Coun- 
cil from 8 to 10. 

This decision was reached after 
councillors heard various proposals 


ELECTORAL VOTE No. 2 of 1953 


Present By-Law 


29. Five (5) members of the Execu- 
tive Council shall constitute a quorum. 
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Proposed Amendment 


26. The Executive Council shall 
consist of fourteen (14) members, 
namely the President, the Vice- 
President, the immediate Past Presi- 
dent, and the General Secretary- 
Treasurer, and ten (10) District Rep- 
resentatives. The President, Vice- 
President, and District Representa- 
tives shall hold office from the time 
of their installation until their suc- 
cessors have been elected and instal- 
led in office. They shall be elected 
by ballot of the members of the 
Association as herein provided. The 
General Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
appointed by the Executive Council. 


for changes in geographic representa- 
tion and elections. 

Boundaries of the new districts and 
boundaries of the remaining portions 
of present districts will be set by the 
Executive Council subject to approval 
of the Annual General Meeting as 
provided by By-law 41. 

The Executive recommends con- 
currence with the amended By-law. 


Proposed Amendment 


29. Seven (7) members of the Exe- 
cutive Council shall constitute a 
quorum. 
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Explanatory Note 


The purpose of this amendment is 
to raise the quorum necessary for 
Executive Council meetings from five 
to seven members. The Executive 
thinks that this step is warranted in 
the event that Electoral Vote No. 1 is 
approved. A quorum of only five ap- 
pears inappropriately low for a body 
of fourteen members. 


ELECTORAL VOTE No. 3 of 1953 


Present By-Law 


8. (2) The Fund shall be established 
and maintained by a levy of up to 
one-half (42) of one (1) percent of the 
salaries of all members of the As- 
sociation and the amount of such a 
levy may be reviewed yearly. 


Proposed Amendment 


8. (2) The Fund shall be established 
and maintained by a levy of up to 
one-half (4) of one (1) percent of the 
salaries of all members of the Associa- 
tion and the amount of the Council- 
lors at any Annual General Meeting, 
the said levy may be discontinued at 
any time between December 31, 1954, 
and December 31, 1958, if, in the op- 
inion of the said Councillors, suffici- 
ent reserves will be available, at the 
time of such discontinuance, to pro- 
vide for the estimated requirements 
of the Fund. 


Explanatory Note 


The 1953 Annual General Meeting 
was of the opinion that contributions 
to the Supplementary Pension Fund 
should be continued until enough 
money had been accumulated to re- 
tire all present and future liabilities 
of that Fund. The councillors favour- 
ed continuing the present rate of de- 
duction (V2 of 1 percent) rather than 
a reduced rate. 

The effect of the proposed amend- 


September, 1953 


ment will be to authorize any Annual 
General Meeting to discontinue the 
levy, at any time between December 
31, 1954, and December 31, 1958, by 
resolution rather than by the proce- 
dure requiring electoral vote. Such 
action might be taken, if, on review of 
the Supplementary Pension Fund, it 
became evident that the accumulated 
surplus was adequate to meet all 
future payments for which the Fund 
would be liable. 

The Executive Council recommends 
concurrence with the amended By- 
law.

CEA Research Project on Supervision 


Forty-eight superintendents from all parts of Canada met in 
Edmonton from May 19 to June 5 to study how to improve supervision 
in schools. While the Alberta Teachers’ Association was not officially 
represented at this meeting, Russell Patrick of Lacombe and Ivan 
Mallett of Ponoka did take part in a panel discussion on relationships 
among superintendents, principals, and teachers. The superintendents 
and the consultants were guests of the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
at tea in Barnett House on June 1. 

The Kellogg Foundation and the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
were joint hosts to the group at dinner at the Mayfair Golf and 
Country Club on the evening of June 1. 


Terminations and Transfers 


During the last two weeks of June the office was busy with ter- 
minations of contracts and transfers of teachers. This year there were 
no appeals of dismissals to the Board of Reference, all cases being 
settled either by the school boards and the Alberta Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, or their solicitors. It should be noted that the right of school 
boards to transfer teachers at their sole discretion is subject to abuse 
and is being abused. The School Act gives school boards too much 
authority in the matter of transfers, making it possible for school 
boards to get rid of a teacher on the staff simply by transferring him 
to a school that is unacceptable. Moreover, in few districts or divisions 
are the costs of moving paid by the board. 

Teachers are becoming interested in the records of school boards 
for fairness to teachers. One division that dismissed seven teachers 
this June, without cause apparently, for the dismissals were with- 
drawn, was advertising at the end of August for twenty teachers, 
one-third of its entire staff. 

It has been reported that another division that had a bitter salary

dispute with its teachers had few, if any, applications by the end 
of June. 


Executive Meeting, July 2, 3, 4 


The July meeting of the Executive dealt with a heavy agenda. 
Terms of reference for the new pension committee were decided 
upon and the pension committee was appointed. Members of the 
committee are: Northwestern, W. D. McGrath; Northeastern, Michael 
Skuba; Edmonton, Frank J. Edwards; Central Western, D. A. Prescott; 
Central Eastern, Donald H. Gunn; Calgary, Eva Jagoe; Southwestern, 
R. Turner; Southeastern, N. A. Wait. Members at large are Jean 
Scott, Edmonton, and R. A. Kimmitt, Coalhurst. Mr. Edwards was 
appointed chairman by the Executive at the April meeting. 

Pension questions to be submitted to the actuary were prepared. 
Additional cost of preparing answers to these questions will be 
paid by the Alberta Teachers’ Association. 

Other items on the agenda included: credit unions, the code of 
ethics, general policy formation, liability insurance, a case of libel 
or defamation, powers of the disciplinary committee, report of finance 
committee, disposition of balance of money in Nova Scotia Strike 
Fund, the ATA workshop, electoral ballots, fall conventions, research 
and AIER (see research), publicity, and salary negotiations. 


Research in Alberta 


An organization called the Alberta Institute of Educational Re- 
search (AIER) is being planned, with representation on the governing 
body from the Faculty of Education of the University, Department of 
Education, trustees’ association, home and school association, and the 
teachers’ association. This will establish educational research in Al- 
berta on a sound and permanent basis. 


Resolutions Committee 


A meeting of this committee was held on July 15 and 16 to check 
policy resolutions. The members are Frank J. Edwards (chairman), 
Inez Castleton, Michael Skuba. 


CTF Conference, Montreal 


The meeting of the Canadian Teachers’ Federation was held in 
Montreal, August 11 to 14 inclusive. Representatives of the Alberta 
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Teachers’ Association were Lars Olson, Frank Edwards, and myself. 
Our representative on the board of directors is Lars Olson. 

Some important changes in the constitution were proposed by 
Manitoba, but because of insufficient time for discussion, all were 
referred to the incoming board of directors for investigation and 
report. 

Last year, the Canadian Teachers’ Federation purchased a build- 
ing in Ottawa, which has been converted into offices. The CTF has 
engaged a full-time director of research and it is expected that in- 
formation will soon be coming from the CTF office about salaries, 
pensions, training and certification of teachers, working overload, 
tenure and security of employment, and recruitment, all of which 
are of vital interest to Canadian teachers. 


ATA Workshop, August 17 to 22 


The fifth annual workshop of the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
was again voted a success. There were 74 official delegates represent- 
ing the Executive and 48 locals. 

The fourth building at the Banff School of Fine Arts, the Admin- 
istration Building, has a large auditorium, four classrooms, and office 
space. 

The consultants were: Public Relations and Educational Pub- 
licity, Stewart Harral, director of Public Relations Studies, University 
of Oklahoma; Group Planning, John Amend, curriculum consultant, 
King County, Seattle, Washington; Collective Bargaining, H. J. M. 
Ross, Edmonton District Representative, and K. A. Pugh, Board of 
Industrial Relations, Edmonton; ATA Administration, Lars Olson, 
president of the ATA; Education Writing, Paul D. Bagwell, Depart- 
ment of Written and Spoken English, Michigan State College; Pen- 
sions, Alan F. Pierce, William M. Mercer Limited, Calgary, Catherine 
E. Berry, assistant secretary, Teachers’ Retirement Fund, and myself. 

The October issue of The ATA Magazine will publish reports 
about the courses at Banff.
